Elba Police Chief Freddy: 


Hanchey was in Virginia last 
week testifying in a murder 
trial, 

David Lee. Barnes, age 37, a 
Virginia native, was arrested in 
Elba in 2001by Elba police 
officers for the January, 1988 
shooting’ death of Dawn’ Marie 
Hill, an attendant at a Virginia 
service station. After arriving in 
Elba, Barnes had worked as a

His first conviction was over- 
turned by an appeals court over 
claims of perjured. testimony, 
withheld evidence and ineffec- 
tive counsel. 


That first. trial, in’ 2001, 


‘resulted in a life sentence. This 
second trial resulted in a. 20- 
year term for the murder and a 
seven year term for (approxi- 
mately $900. cash) robbery of 
the station.

Hanchey to this second trial |_ 


was claims by Barnes that the 
Chief had told him the caliber 


of the weapon (38-caliber) used 


in the'killing. 

Hanchey testified: that- that 
wasn’t possible as he didn’t 
have access to that unreleased 
detail of the killing. Hanchey 
also. produced a transcript of 
the audio tape of both the arrest 
and booking .of Barnes which 
verified his verbal testimony.

Over the last two months, 
gasoline prices have plummeted 
across thenation. In some cases, 
falling by as much as 75 cents a 
gallon - thefastest such decline 
on record. This relief in pain at 
the pump forAmerican drivers 
and businesses is. welcome, but 
not likely to last. Itcannot and 
will not distract Congress from 
its ongoing efforts to secure 
asound energy policy to help the 
nation meet future needs. 

Just as a number of factors 
combined earlier this year to 
tighten international oi! supplies 
and. drive up the price of gaso- 
line here at home, such pressure 
on global petroleum has eased 
for the moment.’.

Dear Editor, 

I'm writing about something 
people may have overlooked in 
the news recently. You see, I 
believe you may have missed it 
because it's something we don’ t 
want to think about ~ bec 
disabled and being forced into a 
nursing home. 

If you ignored this informa- 
tion because you're young, and 
think it doesn't apply to you, 
think again. Maybe you're 
older, but in good health, and 
can’t image being unable to care 
for yourself, The fact is, we're 
all seconds away from this situ- 
ation — it takes just one major 
health crisis or disabling acci- 
dent. If you can't work, and 
can't care for yourself, 
Medicaid is the only option for 
most people. And, as it stands 
now, Medicaid will only pay for 
nursing home care. 

Both. young and old 
Alabamians. are in nursing 
homes because their choices 
have been limited by state gov- 
ermment, and our. électéd offi- 
cials have rejected an opportuni- 
ty.to improve theif situation. 

Alabama has until Nov, 1 to 
apply for “Money Follows the 
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Person” funds, The $1.75 billion 
federal grant will allow some 
nursing home patients to contin- 
we receiving Medicaid pay- 
ments, even if they receive care 
at home or in community-based 


programs. 

While many health-related 
grants require, a 30 percent 
match from the state, under 
“Money Follows the Person,” 
the federal government pays 85 
percent and Alabama pays only 
a 15 percent. state match for the 
first year, To make the grant 
more: appealing, at-home care 
costs an average of 30 percent 
less than nursing home care. 

Sounds like a great deal does- 
n't it? Yet, state officials said 
Alabama will not apply for the 
grant because money isn’t avail- 
able for matching funds. 

That just doesn’t add up. Our 
state recently announced a 
$1.66 billion, or 15.25 percent, 
increase in. the state’s general 
fund during ‘the last fiscal year 

Since it appears the refusal to 
apply for the grant wasn't really 
motivated by money, what pos- 
sible reason could our elected 
officials have for refusing the 
grant money?

Shortly, actors 
posing as reporters interrupted the concert with live news 
reports that detailed the Martians landing, the battles,,and 
their progress towards New York City. 

While approximately six million people héard the 
broadcast, many. tuned in five. to fifteen minutes after it 
began, missing the introduction. As a result, many believed 
they were listening to real news reports. The actors were 
also so realistic that many who heard the intreduction still

What resulted, was a night of panic that remains unprece- 
dented in our history.

Medication is Safe and 
Effective for the Treatment of 
High-Risk HPV, Which Puts 
Women at Risk for Cervical 
Cancer 

October is Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month and an appro- 
priate time not only to educate 
women about breast cancer, but 
the other female cancers that 
take 80 many lives every year. 
One of these cancers is cervical 
cancer. 

According to the American 
Cancer Society, approximately 
9,710 women in the United 
States will be diagnosed with 
cervical cancer in: 2006. and 
about 3,700 women will die 
from the disease, Cervical can- 
cer is highly preventable if 
wothen have regular Pap tests. 

A medical research study, part 
of the Indigo for Women’s 
Health initiative, is now under- 
way in Enterprise, AL to deter- 
mine if-an investigational study 
gel is a safe and effective treat- 
meént for women with cervical 
high-risk. ‘human  papillo- 
mavirus, otherwise known as 
high-risk HPV. According: to 
‘ The. National Cancer Institute, 
high-risk HPV “is the “main) 
cause of cervical cancér.” 

“HPV is a common: sexually 


transmitted infection in young 
females,” said Dr. Michel Roy 
of the Centre. Medical Sante 
Femme-Clinique de Recherche 
and professor of gynecology at 
Laval University in Quebec 
City, Quebec, Canada. “This 
study is important because all 
invasive. cervical cancers aré 
caused by high-risk HPV, and 
there is currently’ no treatment 
for the condition.” 

The Centers for Disease 
Control, and ‘Prevention states 
that 20 million people are cur- 
rently infected with HPV and 
over six million people ‘acquire 
HPV each year. By age 50, at 
least 80 percent of women will 
have acquired a genital HPV 
infection. The American Social 
Health Association indicates 
there are many different types of 
genital HPV, but only certain 
“high-risk” types are. linked 
with cérvical ‘cancer. The 
Association further states that 
cervical cancer is highly pre- 
ventable if women receive regu- 
lar.Pap tests and that the major- 
ity of cervical cancer cases 
occur in women who have never 
had a Pap test or have: not had 
one in the last five years. 

“Abnormal Pap smear results 
are, very’common and woinen 
should not be afraid to follow up 
with their doctor after an abnor- 
mal Pap smear result,” said Dr. 


Richard Guido of the Magee- 
Women’s Hospital and associate 
professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at the University of 
Pittsburgh in Pittsburgh, Pa, 
“Unfortunately, many women 
tell me they don’t follow up if 
they receive a positive result 
because they don’t want to 
know if they have cancer. The 
fact is, only one in 1,000 of 
these patients will actually have 
cancer. But if the condition is 
not treated and monitored, can- 
cer can develop.” 

The  27-month clinical 
research study is taking place in 
Enterprise and about 71. other 
cities across the United States 
and Canada; Women age 18 to 
40, who have received an abnor- 
mal Pap test result or diagnosis 
of. cervical high-risk HPV, are 
invited to see if they may quali- 
fy to participate. A total of 16 
office visits are required of par- 
ticipants. If qualified, partici- 
pants will receive study gel, 
study-related medical exams, 
and lab’ tests at no charge. 
Compensation for time and tray- 
el may also be available. For

The hunter is 
not charged to donate the veni- 
son, but hunters may voluntarily 
pay processing fees to provide 
more venison for food banks to 
distribute, 

The deer is processed into 
ground venison, packaged and 
frozen in quantities not exceed- 
ing four pounds each, The 
process venison is distributed to 


the nearest participating food 
bank. The processor receives 
$1 per pound from the Alabama 
Conservation ‘and. ‘Natural 
Resources’ Foundation for their 
labors:
